COMMENTS 


We have examined all insurance policies and surety bonds in 
force at 3lst December, 1965.

FIRST DAY 


County Council Chambers, 
Woodstock, Ontario, 
March 29, 1966. 


Council met on the call of the Warden for the March Session 
at 10 o’clock a.m., the Warden in the chair. All the Members 
were present. The Minutes of the proceedings of January the 
27th were read and adopted. 


The Warden welcomed the Members to the Session. 

The following communications were read: 

1. From the County of Simcoe, resolutions -—— (a) request- 
ing the Federal Government to take the necessary steps to see 


that safety features are added to new cars. (hb) recommending 
that the Minister of Agriculture be petitioned to review The Tile 
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Drainage Act with a view to amending the said Act to make pro- 
visions for outlets through neighbouring farms for drainage 


systems. 


2. From the County of Grey, resolutions — (a) petitioning 
the Minister of Education of Ontario to introduce a compulsory 
driver training course in all Secondary and Vocatonal Schools of 
this Province. (b) that the Minister of Transport compel auto- 
mobile manufacturers to build vehicles with more regard to 
safety of passengers. 


3. From the County of Bruce, resolutions — (a) petitioning 
the Federal Government to enact legislation making the Bell 
Telephone Company responsible for all their costs incurred when 
a cable is relocated. (b) urging that the Ontario Government 
investigate the price and quality of farm machinery and that leg- 
islation be enacted so that farm implement manufacturers will be 
obhged to provide repairs and service to the farmers, and that the 
repair depot be within a reasonable distance. (c) that the Hon. 
\W. G. Davis, Minister of Education, be urged to consider revis- 
ion of grants to municipalities in outlying districts for construc- 
tion of new schools or additions to existing schools. (d) opposing 
any action being taken to abandon any railroad lines in the Prov- 
ince of Ontario. (e) urging that funds be made available 
through ARDA to help bear the cost of establishing water reser- 
voirs in municipalities for recreation, conservation, ground water 
level improvement and general rural improvement. 


4. From the Township of North York, a Brief concerning a 
code of ethics and asking Oxford Council’s support. 


5. From the County of Norfolk, a resolution going on re- 
cord as being directly opposed to the intent of a resolution passed 
by the Fifty-Seventh Annual Meeting of The Ontario Municipal 
Electric Association, asking that existing legislation under the 
“Public Service Works on Highways Act,” be changed so that an 
operating corporation will be reimbursed for the cost of materials 
used, as well as 50% of the cost of labour. 
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6. From the Children’s Aid Society of Oxford County, a re- 
vised estimate of expenditures for 1966 totalling $20,785.C6. 


7. From the Oxford Historical Society, a copy of their Fin- 


ancial Statement for 1965 and a list of estimated expenses for 


1966 and a request for continued financial assistance. 


8. From the Oxford Museum, a letter asking for a grant of 


$1,350.00, being the same as 1965, along with their [Financial 


Statement. 


9. From the University of Waterloo, a request for financial 
assistance. 


10. From the Tillsonburg Tri-County Agricultural Society, 
a letter soliciting a grant for 1906. 


11. From the Stratford and District Association for Retarded 
Children, a request for a $3,000.00 Capital Grant to help in the 
construction of a new school in the City of Stratford.

This annual report to the owners of Oxford County Agree- 
ment Forest comprises two parts: firstly, a description of work 
done; and secondly, a financial statement.
